This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the 
Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR) in which you seek certain e-mails from the 
Judicial Law Clerks at the Miami Immigration Court. 

The documents you request are withheld in accordance with 5 U. S.C. § 552(b)(5) to 
protect privileged information. Each of these e-mails proposes a topic for discussion by the 
Judicial Law Clerks nationwide using the JLC Forum. The topics generally ask how other JLCs 
are drafting legal memoranda for their assigned immigration judges, or discuss other legal 
matters of interest to their practice as JLCs. As such, the e-mails are predecisional, attorney 
work product, and/or attorney-client privileged. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & 
Supp. IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indication that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
